The bulletin further contains the Ger- 


man tariff schedule, so far as it ia of in- 
terest to American producers and ship- 
pers, and slwws the principal sources of 
•apply of the products which form the 
ohief agricultural importations into Ger- 
many from the United States. 


It also contains a compiled statement 


about the commercial unions of Ger- 
many, showing that thsy have bean an 
active factor in the stimulation of Ger- 
many's foreign trade, which in 1850 waa 
•152 280,000 and had increased in 1894 to 
11876 154,000. One remarkable fact is 
ttac the United States and Russia sup- 
plied tbe whole amount of caviare im- 
ported into Germany for the last three 
mars, the export trade in the same being 
about equally divided between the two 
countries. 


Consular reports from German com- 


mercial centers are appended to ehotf 
tbe feasibility of extending tha market 
for American products in tlifcir respect- 
ive fields of observation During the 
BX years ending DOA, $1, 1893, the for- 
eign commerce of Germany increased 
8.7 per cent, as Compared with an in- 
crease of one-t«Tith of 1 per cent in that 
of Great Britain, a decrease of 3.6 per 
cent in tbr.t of France during the same 
period, <Und an increase of 3.5 in that of 
tha U'aited States for the aix years end- 
ing 'June 30, 1891. 


The first bulletin issued a short time 


'ago, relating to our trade with Great 
Britain, vcas vrell received and thor- 
oughly appreciated by all those interest- 
ed tin tbe subject of extension of mar- 
kets for our agricultural products, and 
this second bulletin is of equal interest 
and value in its scope.

"In 1801 tbe congress of the United 


States issued tbe greenbacks and at- 
tempted to compel their use as mon- 
ey, decreed tbat tbeir tender would 
discharge a debt incurred for the pur- 
(base of property or labor. How far 
did any such an enactment have an 
effect on subsequent transactions ? 
In a considerable portion of the ter- 
ritory of the United States no more 
tban if the law had been a firman of 
the unspeakable Turk, apd although 
it remained in force for seventeen 
years, there was no day during tbat 
period when greenbacks would dis- 
charge debts incurred for labor or ex- 
ertion, or wheat or corn, or be used 
in payment for them in any portion 
of California, Oregqp, or on tbe Pa- 
cific slope. All transactions were 
conducted in gold and all paper or 
bank notes were stamped gold. Even 
the mqrtgage notes taken by my col- 
league, Sepajor Stewart, were paya- 
ble in gold. So in the remainder of 
the United States it is true that 
greenbacks, for lack of other curren- 
cy, were used, but they were used as 
a matter of convenience and with 
reference always to gold, which re- 
mained during all the seventeen 
years the standard and measure of 
value. All transactions were con- 
ducted with reference to it, and the 
va)ue of f.oe greenback, inasmuch as 
it was practically a forcei} loan, was 
proportioned only to the prospect of 
its payment in gold, and at one time, 
when tbat prospect seemed somewhat 
remote, because of the quantity is- 
sued and the 111 success attaining our 
armies In the field, that vaiue shrank 
to one-third of its nominal par.

Any wages going 
were acceptable to him. But when the

Eok Turuer wanted his fling. Aud he al- | 
ways went iuto to\vu aud had it

a foreman cannot do these 


things. He must stay by the herd all the i 
time, preserve a clear head and firij 
place iu the'raddle. He is the represent-- 
stive of the owuer—the custodian • of 
much wealth—and dissipation is not to 
be thought of.

One of Eek Turner's pet bits of hu- 


mor was to pick out people whose ap- 
pearance displeased him and shoot just 
near enough to them to espress'his sen- 
timents.

-Tlie bntte h'e« in a region almost en- 


tirely settled by Raanau*. and none, so 
far as could be teamed, has even vuit 
ed it or even given it M name. It is a 
coub-picuous landmark, visible for mile* 
in every direction. a*s it towew .above 
the surrounding rolling prairie and the 
valley of the Beaver— a tributary of the 
Missouri river — near which it is located. 
Very little vegetation is found on the 
butte besides prickly pear and in favored 
•pots bunches of gratis. The northern end 
of the bntte, which has home the brunt 
of wind and rain for numberless cen- 
turies, is scarred and eaten away and 
presents almost vertical walls to the 
northwest winds. Here and there on its 
face are huge blocks of the cemented 
shells, which form » kind of rock, which 
from a distance appears ready to fall 
outward and downward with a crash. 
The jutting crags and rocks make a wild 
and picturesque sight 


The southern peak, which can only be 


surmounted after a stiff climb, is nearly 
flat on top, oval in contour, and nothing 
is visible on the surface but oyster shells, 
some of them whole, as though just 
opened of their contents, some crum- 
bling to diist, as though extremely old, 
while on every hand are broken shells of 
all sizes. An excavation on the surface 
reveals naught but more shells and a 
slight intermixture of gravel 


The other peak is somewhat different 


in character aud contour, though this, 
like the other, is composed of nothing 
but shells. It is rougher, and the shells 
seem to have been united into a kind of 
rock which defies the wind and weather. 
This is separated from the bntte by a 
huge block 10 or 13 feet square and is 
almost as true a cube in general outline 
as though the hammer and wedge of the 
stonecutter had fashioned it. Here and 
there, projecting from the sides, are at 
intervals, large shells which con ut less 
frosts' have failed to loosen. A small 
cave has been discovered iu the side of 
this peak. Shells form its root', its slues 
and its floor. The butte is isolated, with 
no hills approaching it iu height to bt- 
eeen in any direction for miles. — James-

Poker has been defined by a cynic as a 


game at which one friend sits down to 
rob another. For the man of wisdom not 
a gambler wil^not rashly engage with 
strangers or tempt fickle fortune with 
professional players. He must therefore 
confine his speculation to his kuown 
acquaintances and friends. 
Notwith- 


standing tho apparent solidity of this 
definition, it 3s not very difficult to find 
meu willing to be robbed, so they enjoy 
the opportunity of holding up the other 
fellow. What iscomiuoiiiy known as the 
"gentleumu's game" is usually made 
up of amateur sports and a sly expert or 
two worked in to leaveii the lump. Men 
who make a living by cards affect the 
"gentleman '& game" ubout the hotels 
and clubrooms, the real geutlemeu be 
iiig their lambs for the shearing. The 
professional game, strictly as such, is al 
most unknown. In these times of anti- 
gambling laws every hotel in the city 
has become a gambling house, poker be 
ing tbe ruling gauia Go through any 
down town hotel during the summer 
when doors are ajar and you will find 
scores of games iu full blast 


There are three things of importance 


besides knowing the gome — cards, conr 
age and judgment of huinaoi nature. The 
last is the greatest of all. The ability to 
read the human countenance-— to cast 
the probable value of a flutter of an- eye 
lid, to detect the slightest tremor of a 
muscle, to accurately gauge the intona- 
tion of a voice — these are acquirements, 
and to be able to do all of these with 
each and every new opponent would be 
perfection. Men are very different, and 
no two men at poker can be measuini by 
the same standard. If to study man is 
the proper study of mankind, poker is 
the greatest school ever invented.

which the Spaniards call inatapalo, or 
"tree killer." This vine first starts in 
life as a cliuibor upon the trunks of ths 
large troes, and, .owing to its marvel 
ously rapid growth, soon reaches thu 
lower brandies. At this point it flrstbe 
gins to put out its "feeleis"—tender, 
harmless looking root shoots, which 
soon roach the ground ajid become as 
firmly fixed as the parent stem 
These 


hundreds of additional sap tubes give 
the whole vine a renewed, lease of life, 
and it begins to send out its aerial ten- 
drils iu all directions 
These intwine 


themselves tightly avonnd every limb of 
the tree, eveu creeping to the very far-

I purchased one of 
those cigars just to be able to say 
that I bad smoked the prince's brand.

Among the tiny republics of tbe 


world perhaps the tiniest of all, in 
point of population, is tbe Republic 
of Tavalora, on the island of thai 
name, about eight miles from Sar- 
dinia. It has a population of 51, 
and Is less than two miles in length. 


Sovereignty was accorded in 1836 


bv King Charles Albert to tbe head 
of the Bartoleooi family, who waa 
given the title of King. For nearly 
50 years this monarch—Paul I. was 
his name—ruled his 
microscopic 


kingdom with skill and judgment, 
and enjoyed peace with all his neigh- 
bors. 


He died May 30,1882, after express- 


ing tbe desire to his sorrowing rela- 
tives that none of them she uld suc- 
ceed him. He strongly wished his 
subjects to govern themselves. Ho 
pretender arose, and for nearly four 
years the simple inhabitants got 
along comfortably without any hand 
at the helm of their ship of state. 
But in 1886, after lengthy discus- 
sions, in which the Tavaloren women 
took a prominent part, a republic 
was proclaimed. The women had a 
large say regarding the constitution, 
and they secured tbe right of suf- 
frage. The president is elected for 
six years. He and the other officials 
serve without salary. The Indepen- 
dence of the tiny state was recog- 
nized in 188" by the Italian Govern- 
ment.—Ntw York World.
